In speculative operations and 
In the various branches of credit, the 
recovery of confidence is very conspic- 
uous. The change is no artificial pro- 
duft. It hao come about through a 
Braflual natural process, and is the re- 
•ult of a growing conviction that a re- 
action has set in from the various ad- 
verse conditions and moods which, for 
the last three'years, have so completely 
shaken tho foundations of public con- 
fidence. Not that the future is regard- 
ed as entirely exempt from some im- 
portant unccrtalnlties, for it is con- 
ceded that adjustments remain to be 
accomplished which are needful to es- 
tatllshine a complete sense of public 
security. 


CONSERVATIVE SENTIMENT. 
One 
of the main things tending to 


thla current recovery is the evidence on 
c-very Hide of a more conservative, in- 
telligent and rational public sentiment. 
OUT three years of Revere trial have 
served as an invaluable education. It 
has exposed curtain radical but unusus- 
pected 
dangers in our currency sys- 


tem 
and in our financial machinery. 
Th* first effect of those revelations was 
to produce a paralyzing alarm, under 
•which capital and industry became ut- 
terly- Btagnat<!d. The exposure of our 
perils, however, stimulated investiga- 
tion; and Investigation has enabled us 
to understand our complication of dis- 
eases, to measure tholr danger", and to 
put. a reasonable estimate upon the 
remedies proposed for their removal. 
"We have thus come to understand our 
care and are able to see the way out 
of it; which first carries UB out of the 
paralysing statre of fritrht, and then 
establishes more than a hope that the ; 
7iatlon«,l lurtsment will provide a way' 
of escape from our industrial and fl- | 
nanclal 
deran«»ments. Havinsr thus, 


parsed 
bfyond the stage of confused ' 


misconceptions inio that of an intelli-' 
jfent comprehension of thfi situation, 
the battle with our adverse conditions 
IB virtually won. Among active men 
of affairs, thore IK now a general con- 
•et»*s of onlnlon. as to what is need- 
ful to put our varied intoreyto upon a, 
eound and safe banls; and it is this ma- ' 
turrcl 
understanding of the situation ; 


and its wantn. tojrother with the public j 
urgency for appWng prompt remedies, 
that largely accounts for th«; great !m- ! 
provoment of lone which is now appear- ' 
Ing in Wall street.

At the same time, this recovery Is I 


much encournjred by the abatement ot j 
the late political excitements. The sil- | 
ver question is now scarcely mention- | 
ed. in Congress or out. The jingo sen- . 
linient is virtually silent. There is no j 
longer 
any Impatience to force our- '• 


eelves prematurely Between Spain and 
the Cubans, and the probabilities sug- 
gest the hope of an early settlement of j 
that 
struggle. 
In brief, the sober I 


judgment of the people has asserted its 
ascendancy over the wave of pnsslon 
•which had spread over politics, and Ihe j 
danger from false and precipitate poll- ' 
cle« has subsided.

of business have- been 


•chooled by recent experience, we shall 
witness no very striking boom during 
the first hall' of the year. There can 
lie no reasonable doubt, however, tha.t 
the fall trade will leave little to be 
desired in the way of prosperity. It is 
not to be ovor-looked that the export 
business, especially In connection with 
manufactured goods. Is rapidly assum- 
ing very large dimensions, and yet this 
important factor attracts little atten- 
tion from those who are accustomed 
to consult the corrnerclal barometer. 
At the same time, ,ve are in the midst 
of a remarkable revival in the ship- 
ments of the ordinary staple articles 
of export.

hair and tyes, the clothing of the richest 
material ami most fawhiona'ble cut. The 
body was brought to .this city and i-s held 
for Idontl'fication.

"I believe that $2 is too much. When 
the law was passed times were better 
than they are now and $2 then was 
not fcis much as Jl is at the present 
time. 
"The Tax Collector has an opportun- 
ity to observe some of the hardships 
inflicted. A man who has a wife and 
family to support and earns only $2 a 
day for work when he can get it can 
ill-afford to part with his $2. The law 
is mandatory, we must collect or seize 
and we have succeeded in reaching 
some this year for the flrst time. 
"Taken as a whole I believe that tho 
tax is too heavy as it stands and hy 
raising the mnney by property tax wo 
would relieve many from a hardship 
and be more just In our laws.

the crowd began to thin out.and by 
noon, when the news leaked out that 
the eubject was not to come up at all, 
there was a general exodus.

TMs protec- 
tion Is now assured by the guarantee 
that the Government snail receive on 
its Hen, on aided portions of the Union 
Pacific and Kansas Pacific Hens, includ- 
ing theslnking fund, not less than J45,- 
754,000. The sale will be public so that 
the Government will receive the benefit 
of .any ihigher bids up to the full amount 
of its claim, principal and interest.

compulsory. 


The following Btateanent issued by 


Dr. John V. Oberg places the matter 
In an entirely new light. It Is address- 
od to the Berkeley Board of Trustees 
•itd -will be taken up at rtiheir next 
meeting. 


"On ths evening at *he IStlx Inst I 


learned that the Board wouad discuss 
the advisability of enforcing the vac- 
cination tew. 


> "Man? friends requested me to be 
present and, if needed, to throw some 
light upon the subject. The law wae 
discussed in a manner that a condemn- 
ed criminal would consider the advisa- 
bility of submitting to be hung. 


"They concluded to enforce tt. with 


an improvlsor If the children are in a 
condition to stand vaccination, other- 
wise wait until they are,' and again 
'providing they do not absolutely re- 
fuse to comply with the larw because 
they do .not believe in its efficacy. If 
they do they must forthwith be exclud- 
ed from the school without mercy. 


"Gentlemen of the Berkeley Board of 
Education, in the law pertaining to the 
vaccination of the public school chil- 
dren we find no provision giving au- 
thority to physicians or parent to use 
discretion In regard to Its enforcement. 
It specifically states that all children 
admitted to the benefit <xf the puttie 
school must be vaccinated. It further 
•tates that If one trial does not prove 
eufflcieirt they must repeat it ag-aln and 
again until it does take hold, or until 
the physician gets tired of furnishing 
any more vaccine for ehem. "When such 
parties may be admitted to the school. 
If a party is able to attend school the 
law takes it for granted .that he is able 
to stand the ordeal of vacoiitaitton- 
'•."When the health officer at Berkeley 
advises any discretion in its enforce- 
ment Ihe does so contrary to law, no 
matter how many attorneys may ad- 
vise him to do so. And when the gen- 
tlemen of the School Board give au- 
thority to 'him to use any discretion in 
Uie enforcement of that law they do so 
contrary to both the letter and intent 
of that law. It nowhere states that the 
health of -the party must be considered 
before its 
enforcement, nor doee it 
•tate that any leniency must be shown 
toward those who believe in the effi- 
cacy of vaccination that can be ex- 
tended to those who do -not believe in 
its preventive power, as the tidviee of 
the City Attorney and the action of 
the Board of January -ISth Indicated. 
You have decided that t!he law Is man- 
datory and must be enforced, there- 
fore, enforce it without favor and ex- 
ception, or have It repealled forthwith 
whilst the Legislature Is now in ses- 
sion. 
. "If the law is absolutely necessary. 
. tm the public .wellfare; for humanity's 
sake enforce It, and do riot permit the 
unvaccin&ted children to come in con- 
tact with the vaccinated and thus con- 
tajninaited them, for such is a. crime 
against the law-abiding cHizevs. 
"This is the spirit and letter of this 


Jaw, 
if its enforcement is at all times 
mandatory. We, however, flnd upon 
reading the Whole law that it must be 
rigidly enforced in emergencies only. 


: "Please turn to the law and fend the 
very first line that explains ttoe ioten- 
tion ocf the act reads aa follows: 'An 
act to encourage 
and -provide for a 
general vaccination in the State of Cal- 
ifornia.' 
"If this wae a mandatory law and 
must at all times be unconditionally 
enforced,- it should read as follows: 
'An act for the enforcement of vac- 
cination In the State of .California.' 
"We can never come to a correct un- 
derstanding ot the meaning of any law 
by reading one sentence or one clause or 
even one paragraph of th« same, but 
must read it in its entirety in order to 
comprehend It aright. When we thus 
read it we can clearly see that it Is an 
emergency law only, and must be rig- 
Idly enforced during a violent epidemic 
of smallpox, when sanitary measures 


even doubtful In efficacies believed to 
be for the genfenn-good of the com- 
munity can be enforced. 
"To enforcs this 'law wb«h there is 
no Indication ot any danger of a small- 
pox epidemic would be very- injudicious 
in the*1 extreme mnd .even criminal, be- 
cause the effect is not claimed to be 
permanent, hence may prove useless by 
the time an. epidemic does come. 
"Besides Its ' efficacy .'is largely ques- 
tioned both by the medical profession 
and the people. Some even claim it is 
toarmf ul and more evil results follow it 
then would come from the disease -it is 
intended to prevent. 
''Its enforcement therefore becomes a. 
signal for war upon those who honestly 
believe it injurious instead of beneficial 
to the 'individual and community, who 
will consider it a class law and there- 
fore unconstitutional, for which they 
have ample ground to stand upon, 
hence its enforcement can never fully 
take place and therefore injures the 
believers in the efllcacy. of vaccination 
and hampers the health department. 
"The. health officer started that dur- 
ing Berkeley's existence smallpox had 
four times visited the same, and that 
vessels might any moment sail through 
the strait into tihe gulf and an epidem- 
ic might come upon us any time. 
| 
".This is stretching the point too far 
in order to give an excuse for the en- 
forcement of a.n obnoxious measure. 
"The School Boards have therefore 
a duty to perform toward the people in 
their respective districts and the law, 
namely: To rigidly enforce the same 
without favor toward_«ny one during 
an epidemic, and to -see that rt is not 
enforced when we have none. The pen-. 
ally fixed for its-vio!a.tion is suspension 
from school of all such who do not de- 
sire to comply with the same until the 
epidemic is over, when they may again 
resume their attendance. This mode of 
suction is according to''justice. The law 
become* less obnoxious to all, ana the 
act becomes constitutional. 
"Under any other interpretation the 


law becomes unjust, unconstitutional, 
fit for tyrants and cringing serfs, and 
not for a free. people. I therefore, in the 
name of many earnest solicitors, ear- 
nestly request you to rescind your act 
of the 18th instant and enforce the law 
only when needed and when it was in- 
tended to be enforced, which. is during 
an epidemic and «Jt no other time."

with a marked improvement of tone. 
Among 
the banks, In the .Investment 


market. In speculative operations and 
In the various Dranehes of credit, the 
recovery ol confidence is very conspic- 
uous. Tlie change Is no artificial pro- 
duct. It has come about through a 
gradual natural process, and is the re- 
sult of a trowing conviction that a re- 
action' lias set in from the various ad- 
verse conditions and moods which, for 
the last threVyears, have »o completely 
shaken the foundations of public con- 
fidence. Not that the future is regard- 
ed as entirely exempt from some Im- 
portant uncertainties, for it la con- 
. ceded that adjustments.' remain to be 


accomplished which are needful to es- 
tablishing a complete sense of public 
•ecurity. 


CONSERVATIVE SENTIMENT. 
One 
of the main things tending to 


this current recovery is the evidence on 
cyery side of a more conservative, in- 
telligent and rational public sentiment. 
Our three years of severe trial have 
•erved as an .Invaluable education. It 
has exposed certain radical but unusus- 
pected 
dangers in our currency sys- 
tem 
and in our financial machinery. 
The first effect of thc«e revelations was 
to produce a paralyzing alarm, under 
•which capital and Industry became ut- 
terly stagnated. The exposure of our 
perils, however, stimulated investiga- 
tion; and Investigation has enabled us 
to understand our complication of dis- 
eases, to measure their dangers, and to 
pint a reasonable estimate upon the 
remedies proponed for their removal. 
We hav* thus come .to understand our 
case and are able'to see the way out 
of it; which first carries us out of the 
paralyzing stage of fright, and then 
establishes more.than a-hope that the 
national Judgment will provide 'a -way 
of escape from our Industrial and fi- 
nancial 
derangements. Having thus 
passed 
beyond the stage of :confused 


misconceptions into that of an intelli- 
gent comprehension of the .situation, 
the battle with our adverse conditions 
is virtually won. Among active men 
of affairs, there is now a general con- 
•wnses of opinion, as to what Is need- 
ful to put uur varied Interests upon a 
round and safe basis; and it is this ma- 
tured 
understanding of the situation 


and its wants, together with the public 
urgency for applying prompt remedies, 
that largely accounts for the great im- 
provement of tone which 1s now appear- 
ing In Wall street. 


At the Hame' time, this recovery is 
much encouraged by the abatement of 
the late political excitements. Tlie sil- 
ver question is now scarcely mention- 
ed, in ConjrresB or out. The Jingo sen- 
timent is virtually silent. There is. no 
longer 
any impatience to fore* our- 
selves prematurely "between Spain and 
the Cubans, and the probabilities sug- 
gest the hope of an early settlement of 
that 
struggle. 
In brief, the sober 
judgment of the people has asserted its 
ascendancy over the 'wave of passion 
•which had spread over politics, and the 
danger from false and precipitate poli- 
cies has subsided. 


ARBITRATION TREATY. 


(Above all, the Arbitration Treaty has 


diffused 
throughout the Nation the 


great hope oFTtiunding a lasting friend- 
ship v/ith the only country that we 
}>ave been wont to regard as possibly 
threatening 
our International peace. 
It is not conceivable that the Senate 
can fail to ratify this greatest com- 
j>ict 
that has ever been established 


sunonc; nations; ?md w;hen. the treaty 
has been ratified its beneficial effects 
•will 
appear in many ways not uo\v 


thought of and which will tend to ele- 
vate the national sentiment arid to dis- 
pel 
political 
misgivings •which.have 
more than a little conduced to the late 
prevailing distrust. Thus, In politics, 
both domestic and international, we 
W:em to be passing from an ebullition 
of passion and prejudice to a condi- 
tion of calmer and more, responsible 
policies. The more intelligent classes 
are gaining the: ascendancy in :public 
opinion, and the- common sense of the 
people is coming to the rescue of the 
Nation. Nothing could more than this 
contribute to the complete restoration 
of prosperity; for nothing is so directly 
responsible for the late alarm as the 
•wild vagaries in our politics. 


A NEW. SPIRIT. 


The movements -which are thus af- 


fecting Wall Street are producing sim- 
ilar effects in business circles at large. 
Manufacturers and merchants perceive 
that a new spirit .has come over the 
markets and that the tendencies on all 
sides aremora hopeful:, They have not 
entirely got over the disappointment of 
the late, unreasonable expectation that 
the 
election 
would 
raise 
a 


•Treat 
spirit 
'of 
commercial 
activity at the 
very time of the 
year when business IB always at its 
lowest ebb; but It is generally conceded 
that tlie elements of a solid revival are 
alreacly In sight and that we are- now 
In the beginnings of an era of great 
prosperity. It may be that, owing to 
the extreme spirit of conservatism into 
•which 
men 
of business have bten 
schooled by recent experience, we shall 
witness no very striking boom during 
the first half of the year. There can 
be no reasonable doubt, however, that 
the fall trade will leave little .-to be 
de-sired In the way of prosperity. It is 
not to be over-looked that tihe export 
business, especially In-.' connection with 
manufactured goods. Is rapidly assum- 
ing very large dimensions, and yet this 
important factor attracts little atten- 
tion from those who'are accustomed 
to consult the commercial barometer. 
At the same time, we are in the midst 
of a remarkable revival in the ship- 
ments of the ordinary staple articles 
of'export.

a "Well-Dressed

Successful IDxperlinenl* in Aerial 


Navigation by an Array 


Officer.

NEW YORK, Jan. 32.—Lieu t«nant 


D. Wise of .the Ntoth Infantry, TJ. S. A., 
oh Governor's Island, ihas Just made -tine 
iflr^t -kite ascension ever successfully at- 
tempted to 'America. 


For six months tho (Lieutenant, entirely 


on -his own responsibility, has been study- 
ing and orperimenttnjj -with kites as a 
Bn'ean.s of assisting armies in -warfare. T.he 
tanfiem system At specially constrnoted 
kites is intended to supplant the use of 
balloons, "Whioh caiwiot li-ve in ^a-les. 


The Lieutenant's kites are cellular. They 


consist o£ rectangwlar frames of epruce. 
Cotton string and cotton -cloth in strips 
are stretched around the ends of the 
fra.me*, •)caving both* ends of .i)he rectan- 
gular frame -work open, and also a-n open 
stri-p in -the center. Tims four lifti-ng aur- 
facea and four guiding surfaces are pre- 
sented to 'tine wind. 


Wihen the breeze, freshened to a fifbeen 


mile «-n hour gait, the Lieutenant was 
safely iiolsted forty-two feet, so that he 
could see over the eaves of "the officers' 
quarters and down the bay. 


The force represented toy tihe pulling of 


the four kites is estimated at four hun- 
dred pounds. 


"I ihave studied 'the systems at Profes- 


sor Langley of the Smithsonian Institute, 
Professor Marvin of the Weather -Bureau 
and Civil Engineer Chanut of Chicago, 
•who ar« making special tuieriwen-ts in 
aerial locomotion with aeroplanes," sa-id 
Lieutenant Wise.

•trates that kites are serviceable in a gale,

of the Girl's Dying 


Statement. 


The lobby of the Police Court con- 


tinues to be crowded at the examina- 
tion of John A. Howard for the murder 
of Anne-Johr>son. 


This 
morning several new features 


•were brought to light Mrs Keefe and 
Mrs. Van Zandt, ^iho are doing t»me 
in the City Prison for drtmkeness, both 
testified that they had heard conversa- 
tions 
between Howard and Huldah, 


when the latter two were also in the 
prison. 
This testimony showed that 


Howard had asked Huldah not to go 
tack on him, and that she had said she 
would stay by him, but that,, at another 
time, ffuldah had said Howard wis the 
cause of her dead sister's troubli, and 
she could put a rope around hif. neck 
by complying with her mother's reuueat 
to tell the truth. ' 


The 
testimony of the two women 
caused much ineiiiment in the lobby. 
Mrs Van Zandt tesuBed that, at one 
time Howard had upbraided Huldah for 
being too friendly with her attorney. 
Mrs 
Johnson, mother of the dead 
girl, was recalled by Attoine> jTran- 
coeur 
for fuither cross-examination, 
the said she -nas aware that Huldah 
and Howard ueie engaged to be inai- 
ried ind that she was opposed to the 
match 
because Howard had told her 
that he w as a married man. Attorney 
Fiancoour wanted to know if she was 
not aware that Howard and his wife 
had been drv orced by Judge Frick. She 
denied having heard of the divoice.

Curtiss informed the Court 
that he had •served a subpoena unon 
Miss riora Davis, but that that young 
lady's mother had refused to allow her 
to appear An attachment was there- 
fore issued.
